ana yesterday ordered a sweeping in­ 
vestigation of alleged unfair rates 
for freight storage said to he in vogue 
among practically all of the roads in 
the state. 
The commission set Oct. 
1/ as the date for a hearing on the 
alleged unfair rates, and on that date 
j representatives of every steam road 
in Indiana will appear to give the 
commission 
information 
regarding 
¡the rates. 
The result of the hearing, accord­ 
ing to present indications, likely will 
he the promulgation of a uniform rule 
for freight storage. 
Following the receipt of numerous 
complaints regarding storage rates, 
the commission has gathered data on 
the subject with the result that it was 
found, according to the commission, 
that unreasonable rates, apparently, 
are being charged. 
The commission 
recites that the rates are “ unequal, 
discriminatory and unjust.” 
Sortie of the roads, according to 
the commission’s records, give free 
storage to freight fo r the days, after 
which the consignee is charged at the 
rate of 5 cents a 100 pounds for each 
day that the freight remains in stor­ 
age. 
Other mads give the five-day 
free storage jH*riod and charge at the 
rate of only 3 cents a 100 pounds for 
each additional day. 
In other in- 
j stances, it is said, free storage is giv­ 
en for twenty-four hours only, and in 
j other eases it is given for forty-eight 
I hours.

Adm iral Southerland reported that 
be was sending M ajor M cKelvey with 
a battalion of marines and Lieutenant 
Commander Longs with a company of 
bluejackets to reinforce Major Butl< r, 
who started for Granada four days 
ago. 
The admiral stated that he was 


accompanying the force, and also re 
ported that two three inch field guns 
were being taken along. 


The purpose of the advance toward 


Granada is to the open communica­ 
tion with that city which have been 
cut off for nearly two months, or ever 
since General Mena took his soldiers 
and police out of Managua and horn 
barded that city.

Indianapolis, Sept. 20.— Because of 
appeals from school officials through­ 
out the state, the board of health has 
written many letters advising sc!»< »1 
offirials of the evil of cigarette smok­ 
ing among boys. 
The letters quote 
the law on cigarette smoking. 
A sam­ 
ple follows: 
Cigarette smoking is certainly an 
evil and the state board of health de­ 
sires to abate it all it possibly can. 
W e ask you therefore to co-operate 
with us in this work. 
It is certainly 
true that cigarette smokers have a 
lower efficiency than those who do not 
smoke them. 
If you will notice care­ 
fully you will observe that those boys 
who 
smoke 
cigarettes 
are 
not 
as 
bright, do not progress as rapidly as 
those of the same mental grade who 
do not use this drug. 
Tobacco is of 
course a drug. 
If it did not contain 
a drug (nicotine) it would not be in 
demand. 
It is the soothing effect of 
this drug that those who are addicted 
to smoking so much desire. 
Like the 
morphine habit, when it is once fas­ 
tened upon a person it is difficult in- ! 
deed to throw off. 
Not only does econ­ 
omy. efficiency and health oppose cig 
arette smoking and tobacco using, but 
the law itself commands against the 
use of cigarettes. 
Section 1641. First R evised Statutes, 
provides “ that any hoy under sixteen 
years of age who smokes cigarettes 
is a delinquent child, and can be pro­ 
ceeded against as in manner provided 
by law for the prosecution of persons j 
charged with misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof may be released 
upon probation or may be dealt with 
by the court in such manner as mav 
appear to be for the bf»st interest of 
the child." 
In the juvenile court act 
such prosecutions may be begun be­ 
fore any justice of the peace and by 
him certified to the circuit court of the 
county. 
It should be impressed upon 
the boys that it is not manly, that it 
I is not hygienic to smoke cigarettes. ] 
They should be made to understand 
that it lowers their efficiency, clouds 
their intellect, makes them more lia­ 
ble to disease, and is contrary to law 
for a boy under sixteen years of age 
to use tobacco and smoke cigarettes.

The Pennsylvania has operated spe­ 
cial coin and wheat trains in co-oper­ 
ation with the Purdue university ex­ 
periment station. 
The results from 
these trains have been very marked 
and have meant much to both the rail­ 
road and the fanners. 
The railroad 
wrill carry representatives of Purdue 
university to lecture on livestock. 
The animal husbandry department 
of the Purdue experiment station has. 
perhaps, carried on more extensive in­ 
vestigations on 
beef cattle feeding 
than 
any other department in 
the 
country. 
The results of this work will 
be presented from the train. 
Speci­ 
men feeding steers will be carried on 
this train and exhibited at each stop. 
W ith the high price of feeding cattle 
and the high price of feed, it is im­

methods in his feeding operations 
. 
full discussion of cattle and hog feed­ 
ing in all of it phases will be given 
In the lectures.

Washington, Sept. 20.— On a w ar­ 
rant sworn out at the instance of the 
secretary of the interior, Mrs. Helen 
Pierce Gray, who attracted some at­ 
tention last winter by her activity be­ 
fore congress committees in relation 
to Indian matters, was arrested, charg­ 
ing her with having forcibly retained 
certain public records taken from the 
files of the Interior department relat­ 
ing to Crow* Indian affairs. 
She was 
held to bail in the sum of $1000. She 
admitted that she had certain papers 
and had refused to return them. Mrs. 
Gray explained that the papers had 
been at the department of justice all 
the while, and since her arrest were 
placed at the disposition of the sec­ 
retary of the interior. 
Mrs. Gray has 
been in Washington for three or four 
years. 
Form erly she was on the Crow 
Indian reservation in 
Montana ana 
was the central figure in several va­ 
rieties of excitement while there. Sub­ 
sequently she appeared in Washington 
ostensibly in the interests of the In­ 
dians. 
“ These records which I am accused 
of stealing." said 
Mrs. Gray, “ are 
now safe! 
locked up at the depart­ 
ment of justice.

than $100.000.00? worth of property, 
of which the Crow Indians, whom I 
represent, are the legitimate owrners."

Baled hay takes up about one-fifth as 
much room as loose hay and for this 
reason the entire crop of baled hay 
can usually be stored

while loose hay must 1 e exnosed to 
the w eather in stocks and ricks. 
Baling breaks up coarse hay so that 
the stock will eat it more readily and 
there 
is 
no 
waste in feeding haled 
hay. 
Baled hay is always ready for the 
market. 
It is convenient 
and 
satis­ 
factory to handle in every way. 
Tt 
can be hauled by team or shipped by 
railroad. 
Much of the tops and sides of stacks 
is spoiled by the weather.

GOLDEN TEXT.

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Charge and Countercharge at Prairie 
Grove Is Graphically Related by 
Veteran of Chicago. 


W estern fighting was not so dra­ 
matically set forth at the time of the 
war as were the campaigns of the 
east, but its picturesqueness is un­ 
questionable. 
It has a special claim 
on Chicago’s interest because many 
of the men who fought in the army of 
the frontier are now living in Chica­ 
go. 
One of these, George Rettig, who 
lives at 2105 Leland avenue, tells of 
his experiences at Prairie Grove in 
the Arkansas-Missouri 
campaign 
of 
1862. 
The story Is as follows: 
“After the battle of R hea’s Mills we 
came down to the place

Prairie Grove.

H is adm inistration has broken all 
records for prosecutions brought and 
won under the Sherrnan anti trust law. 
W ith o u t fear or favor it has brought 
to the bar of justice corporations and 
persons engaging in illegal com bina­ 
tions in restraint of trade, the u lti­ 
m ate purpose of each com bination be­ 
ing to create a monopoly and to raise 
the prices on its products. 
In two 
years and eleven months of his ad 
m inistration President T aft caused to 
be 
Instituted 
tw en ty two 
civil 
suits 
and forty 
crim inal 
suits against 
il­ 
legal trusts. 
Roosevelt, in the seven 
and a half years of his presidency, 
only instituted forty four suits a g a in s t 
illegal com binations. 
U n d er President T a ft s adm lntstra 
tion the g ria t Sugar trust frauds w ere 
unearthed, resulting in the forced res 
titutlon of m illions of dollars into the 
national 
treasury. 
These 
frauds, 
w hich were based upon the bribery of 
custom s officials to dishonestly value 
im ports of sugar, 
w ere in 
progress 
during 
the 
last 
adm inistration, 
but 
were not detected until T a ft becam e 
president 
Corporation Tax. 
Presid ent 
T a ft 
suggested 
and 
se­ 
cured the enactm ent og a law impos 
ing 
a 
tax 
upon corporations 
w hich 
adds J30.000.000 annually to the reve­ 
nues of the governm ent. 
H e advocated and approved the law 
establishing 
postal 
savings 
hanks. 
These banks are now the depositories 
of many m illions of dollars and afford 
to people of sm all means in rem ote lo­ 
calities an easy and safe method of 
accum ulating money. 
U nder his direction there lias been 
an investigation of the excessive and 
unfair charges of the express com ­ 
panies and a com plete rearrangem ent 
Of rates ordered. 
Railroad s have been prevented from 
putting rate increases into effect w ith ­ 
out the approval of the interstate com ­ 
m erce com m ission. 
W h ile this legis­ 
lation was pending an effort was made 
by 
certain 
trunk 
lines 
to 
Increase 
rates, 
A 
tem porary 
injunction 
was 
im m ediately obtained by the attorney 
general, and by agreem ent w ith the 
railroad presidents they did not put 
the increases into effect but w aited 
for the enactm ent of the law. 
T h ey 
then applied to the interstate com ­ 
m erce com mission for perm ission, un­ 
der the new law. to m ake the increase, 
but th eir application was denied by 
the 
com m ission 
T h e 
railroads 
de­ 
nounced the president and his a tto r­ 
ney general for the stand they took In 
protecting the rights of the shippers.

A bureau of mines has been estab 
llshed. so as to safeguard the lives of 
miners. 
President T a ft personally at­ 
tended a dem onstration of the m eth­ 
ods em ployed to rescue m iners and 
has done everything in his power to 
give efficiency to this new bureau. 
Another great social reform which 
President. Taft advocated and w hich 
received his hearty approval when the 
law was passed concerns the in ve sti­ 
gation of child la bo r conditions by the 
governm ent. 
Presid ent T a ft selected 
a woman to manage the bureau which 
is conducting the inquiry in order that 
there 
might 
be a sym pathetic 
and 
thorough adm inistration qf the law. 
U nder President T i f t ’s adm lntstra 
tion the Panam a canal w ill be com ­ 
pleted ahead of time, without a taint

T aft has

rael knew that, for fifteen hu ndred 
y ears ev ery m orning at nine o'clock,
